Gentlemen: 


After conferences with mombers of tho Foundation in New York and 
particularly tho confcronce with Messrs. Hoover, and Kellog;; in Washington, 
I folt that tho scope of the investigation to be made by me during my trip 
to Belgium was not to be limited. Nevertholess, the following matters were 
particularly omphasized us of special intcrest to tho Foundation: 

University Education 

The Higher Education of Women 
Child Health 

The Accomplishments of the C. R. Be 
Educational Foundation and the 
Fondation Univorsitaire. 

Before proceeding to a discussion of thee points, let me emphasize 
tho importance of keeping in mind certain influences, which can not be dis- 
regarded in any consideration of Belgian conditions. These influences may 
be noted as follows: 

1» The part tho government has pluyed and is playing in 

educational and welfare work. There is a distinct ten- 
dency to put pressure on the government by interested 
groups, and the ¢ovornment, for political and other 
reasons, participates to a considerable extent. (Seo in 
this connection the paper dated February 10, 1915 by 
Dr. Paul Hecer, President of the University of Brussels, 
filed with this roport) 

2e The Catholic problem, particularly in education. 

3. Tho Flemish question. This has incroased in intensity

4 The changing status of women. 
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The centralization of government, the political divisions into provinces 
and communes, and the tendency of the Latin races for nicety of organization, 
while at the same time maintaining local individualism, all help to make Belgium 
@ promising field to work in, in spite of the controversial forces enumerated 
above. 

ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
The C.R.«B. and the Comite Nationale taught the lesson of cooperative 


action, during a national emergency. The after effects of the spirit then en- 


gendered are manifest in the present activities of the C.ReB. Educational Founda- 
tion and the Fondation Universitaire. Exchange students have come from and gone 
to institutions hitherto separated by traditional prejudices and jealousies; 
"bourses" have been distributed to students of all the universities depending 

on need and evidence of ability rather than on prejudice; an American professor 
has given courses in all the four leading universities, and others are to Borer 
chairs have been established in the two "free" (i.e. not state supported) insti- 
tutions, one Liberal and one Catholic; ninety five millions of frances have been 
given to higher education as the need was demonstrated cnd without discrimination 
or conditions. | Most significant perhaps is the fact that, contrary to all past 
precedent, representatives of all the Loading universities, Catholics and Liberals, 
meet periodically in Brussels to discuss educational matters. The younger generae 
rin - the Ex-C.ReB. fellows = have formed a club to perpetuate the spirit and 
peas of the two foundations. These accomplishments have brought about a new 
spirit in educational circles in Belgium. This new spirit is of more importance 
en. in my judgment, than the fact that the financial gifts made immediately hs 
after the Var, actually averted a crisis in the universities and made their present 


progress possible, The academic profession has renewed life and courage. 
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CHILD HEALTH 
Another ovidonce of the permanent good done to Belgium by the sett ys 
ities of the C. Re i. during the War, is the notional interost taken in the 
Child Health problense 
in tho report made by Misses Jean and Harrison, the immediate plan 
of participation by tho C. Re. Be in a Child Health program is set forth. 
After an tnvdetacetion of the Child situation by Messrs. Shaler, Tuck and 
mysclf, the following points impressed themselves; 
le The centralization of practically all child welfare active 
ities since the War in tho "Ocuvre Nationale de L'Enfance”™. 
(The last report of these operations with English translation 
ese sent to the New York office, in July.) The various pris 
vate works are now government directed with Beeret tons in 
practically all of the 2,000 communes of the country, and with 
annual coverhmental subsidies amounting to 28,000,000 francs. 
a» Tho lack of practical hoalth instruction in the schools, 
This justified the Jean-Harrison program of sending selected 
teachers to America for training in American methods. 
3. Tho necessity of complete harmony of action with existing 
Belgian groups. This principle was excellently applied by 
Misses Joan and Harrison by their cooperation with officials 
of the "Ocuvre Notional." 
4. The relations between child health and general sanitary 
and hygienic conditions. This led to our suggestion of 
possible alliance with local medical talent, such as Dr. Dopages 
it is our belicf that the program as outlined by the Missos Jean and 
Harrison is the most practical ono for experiment at the prosent time, though 
its extension to include nutritional and sanitary problems should be. further 


considered, 
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M, Cattier urges that the Fondation Universitaire assist in this 
program by establishing Chairs of Puericulture in the four universities and 
making incumbents of these Chairs an Advisory Board for Child Health work 
in Belgium,

THE HIGHER EDUCATION Or WOMEN 
The figures furnished us by the four principal universities indicate 


that during the Academic year 1920-1921 (the last available figures) there 


were women studying for higher degrees as follows:

The difficulties involved may be summarized as follows: 
1, A general apathy toward the higher education of women, 
2, The lack of general cultural courses and corresponding 
degrees (like the A, B, degree in America.) in the 
Universities, As practically all the degrees given 
look to a professional career, the wouen students 
are limited to those who contemplate entering the 
professions. 
3, The Catholic-Libera? juestion, 
We are satisfied ie for tie present, at least, the proposal to establish 
a non-sectarian woman's college, should not be pressed, It would not have the 


enthusiastic support of either Catholics or Liberals, The alternative suggestion 
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of two institutions simply omphasizestho existing cleavage, which, in our 


judgment should not be encouraged in any new enterprise. 


The form, which cncouragement along these linos might take,

by no means closed. Politics and roligion are in a stransition svago in 


Belgium and the present controversy over woin's suffrage may load t» more 
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progressivo views with regard to the status of women. If we adhere to the 
principle of maintaining the capital of the Ce Re B. Fund intact, we may 
have the opportunity ultimatcly to dovelop a program along the lines orice 
inally proposed. 


EDUCATION 


The School System 


Preliminary to a study of the universities of Bolgium, a briof 
survey of the schools is necessary» We are satisfied that with the rcforms 
and progress made singe the War, no aid from tho C, R. B. fund is necessary, 
as the State and Communal aid to public schools and to approved private 
schools appears to be. adequate. 

There are threo main divisions of education in Belsium, all unde 
the general supervision of the Minister of Arts and Scicnces; 

1. Primary (ages 6 to 14). Compulsory

a) Lower (ages 12 to 15). Training for clerkships and 
for preparation for the tochnical sehools. 


b) Athenees (ages 15 to 18).?he proparation required by 
law for the universities 1s covered by the work of 
these schools. 
3. University and Superior (ages 18 and upward) 
From the standpoint of the State and Communcs the Primary 
Division is the most important and has been given most aticntion. At least 
one primary school in each of the 20006 communes is assured. A tablo pre-

The Lower Secondary Schools and the Athenees are the weak link 
in the chain, due partly to the fact that education is only compulsory up to 
chaos yoars. J am assured that the problom now has the attention of the 
State and Communal governments, and the futuro promises an improvement. 

To prepare teachers for the Primarymd Lower Secondary schools 
there are seventy Normal Schools in the country. Of these Normal Schools, 
twonty-cight aro for mon teachers, the balance for women. Fourteen aro 
State Schools cond fifty-six are "Libres" or private, though onjoying State, 
Communal or provincial cid. Of the fifty-six private normal schools, forty~ 
eight are clerical and eight liberal. There arc no normal schools to prc 
pare teachers for the Athenees (Higher secondary schools) or for university 
teaching. Tho University of Brussels has recently ostablished a Departmont 
of Podagogy, but, so far as I could ascertain, this is the only attompt made 
actually to train teachers for higher education.

It may best be described 
as an industrial school not quite fulfilling the role of a real technical en- 
gineering school. 

My investigation was principally directed to a study of the four so 
called complete universities of Liege, Ghent, Brussels and Louvain, although the 
Provincial Mining School at Mons must be included as an institution of first 
importance. For the records of the CRB. Educational Foundation, I have ad 
prepared an analysis of these four universities, and the School at Mons. 
These studies are filed with this report. 

Without going into all the details of comparison between the four 


universities, the following table will bring out the most important points

State's legitimate burden, Any standards of salaries, etc,, set 

at Brussels and Louvain with C,R.B, aid will probably be followed

Brussels and Louvain are in about the same position with rercards 
annual resources, There is a tingle ca burden on Louvain 
because of the lar:er number of students, Louvain appears to be 
entitled to a lar,;er Faculty, 

The position of Srusscls with rerard to buildinss is lamentabdly weak, 
The construction of the new medical and polytechnical schools will 
improve this situation, See papers on New Brussels pro-ram filed 
with this report and article entitled "L'Essor de Notre Universite" 
by M, Jean Willems (with English translation, ) 

Academic maximum salaries are very low in all of the universities, 
The new C,R,B, Chairs at Brussels and Louvain are a step in tho 
right direction and establish a new standard, 

In addition to the foregoing points brought out by the tabic, 
the following observations may bo made with regard to higher 
education at all the universities, 

Until quite recently there has been no real academic profession in 
the American and En-lish sense, and consequently young men have 

had little encourarement to co into teaching, Full professors 

have been called, for the most part, from the professions, and parv 
time work seems to have been the rule rather than the exception, 
Scientific training in the principles of Pedarory has been practical- 


ly unknown, Recently there appear evidences of a growing recognition

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of the importance of teaching as a profession, and the tendency of 
legislation and the practice of the Universities offer more encourare- 
ment to young men, The new Brussels experiment in a School of 
Pedagogy is a helpful step in the same direction, These tendencies

There is no cultural course leading to the Bachelor's de,--ee,

There 1s a need for systematic and standardized accounting,

This is a delicate subject, but misht be handlod throuch sugcostion 
from the Fondation Universitaire, Thoro should be an appraisal of 
Real Property, Buildings and Equipment, In preparine the annexed 
analyses it was very difficult to set the desired information, 
although every courtesy wis shown and assistance given by the 
officials, Some such data compiled annually would enable tho State 
and the C,R,D, to follow the pro,;ress of cducation in Belrium more 
intellirently, 

There is no organized alurmi support for the Universities such 
as is common in America, Consequently there is very little voluntary 
giving by individuals, Supporters of the respective institutions 


seem to feel satisfied if the State can be made to pay the bills, 
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It is interesting to note that while Brussels and Louvain have been compel: 


.led to use the income of the C,R,B, 20,000,000 Frane funds for deficits in 


ordinary budret, the State institutions of Liege and Ghent have kept their 


funds intact for special research and seminar work, relying on the State 
appropriations to take care of ordinary budget requirements, 
The Brussels Program

See, also in connection with these documents, the correspondence, by 
letters and cables, between the Brussels and New York offices during the 
summer of 1922, in which Messrs, Shaler, Tuck and I recommended CRB. 
assistance to Brussels in the present emergency, 

These recommendations may be summarized: 

(1) The acquisition and donation to the University of Brussels of approx- 
imately fourteen acres of land adjacent to the new School of Technology, 
located at "Solbosch" near the Bois, 

(2) Construction of appropriate buildings thereon as follows: 

(a) Offices of Administration 

(b) Library 

(c) Faculties of Law and Philosophy 

(a) Dormitory and feeding accommodations for men (small 
experimental unit) 

(e) Same for women 

The total cost of the land and buildings described is estimated at 
15,000,000 francs, Inasmuch as the outright donation of this amount of 


money would impair the capital of the Foundation (contrary to our settled 


policy), negotiations have been completed for an arrangement with 
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the Banque Nationale de Belsique (with the approval of the Belrian Cabinet) 
whereby the Banque will loan the Foundation 15,000,000 francs at three and 
one-half percent interest, This loan if accepted, is to be amortized by 
the Foundation by payment of about 1,056,000 francs per year for twenty 
years, 


It should be noted that these recommendations for ©,R.B.E.F, assistance,

if adopted, will complete the building program for Brussels University 
initiated since the war, Prior to our investigation gifts by others have 
been made as follows: 

(1) Facu ty of Medicine, By an agreement between the Rockefeller Foundation 
and the University, the Brussels Town Somcil and the Charity Board, the 
reorganization of medical teachinz and the reconstruction of St, Peter's 


Hospital with adequate endowment has been secured. 


(2) Faculty of Science and Technology. ‘The City of Brussels and various 
Belgian industrial leaders have cont-ibuted land or funds for use in 
erecting, equipping and maintaining certain buildings for the School of 
Technology, including the Physics and the Chemistry group of the Faculty 
of Science, These departments will be housed in new buildings now being 
erected in the Solbosch quarter of Brussels, Certain other groups of tnw 
Faculty of Science (Zoology, Botany, Mineralogy and Geology) will be moved 
to the Parc Leopold buildings vacated when the new Medical School is built, 
The reasons leading to the recommendation of aid to the Brussels situa- 
tion are chiefly the following: 
(1) The disparity in buildings between Brussels and the other Universities, 
and the consequent inability of Brussels to function preperly as a Univer- 


sity. 
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(2) The dancer that Brussels may disintecrate into a group of 
separate schoo.s rather then one centralized university, Without 
a central administsation, a library, and accommodations for the 
Faculties of Law and Philosophy, the very "heart" of a great univer- 
sity seem to be lacking, 

(3) Without some adequate provision for students, the whole plant 
runs the risk of becoming a “day school" for Brussels residents, 
with no provision whatever for students from the Provinces and 
especially for women, The plan proposed is a modest experiment in 
the American dormitory system, The success of the Dormitory experiment 
at Brussels may lead to the recognition of the desirability of the 
"Residential Collece" in all of the Belgian Universities, and possibly 
in the French Institutions as well, We are inclined to feel that a 
reform along these lines is one of ‘he rreatest needs of Belgian 
int ellectual centres, 

(4) The plea preposed is the first and most pressing educational 
need in Belgium, in the opinion of local Beljians, whose views are 
valued by our Brussels representatives, 

(5) A financial arrancement with the Banque Nationale de Belgique 
for a loan at 3-1/2 percent on a twenty yoar basis of payinent unables 
us to finance the program without impairment of capital, 

It should be here noted that we 411 feel that before final action, 
all the details should be worked out with representatives of Brussels 
University, who, should study the Universities in America, 

The Louvain Situation 

In spite of the importance of the C.R,B, maintaining a neutral 

position between Liberal and Catholic education, we do not believe 


that for every gift to one of the free institutions a corresponding 
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gift must be made to the other, We believe that our gifts should 
be made on the basis of legitimate need, The donations should not 
necessarily be the same in amount nor simultaneous in time, . We 
believe that Louvain has legitimate needs at the present time, but 
they are not of the emerpency nature of Brussels, We have indicated 
our interest to the Louvain authorities and to Cardinal Mercier in 
person, and we believe that a presentation of the entire Louvain 
Situation will be presented for our later consideration and action, 
We are satisfied that, if we allow some financial "leeway" to take 
care of Louvain during the next ten le at we are justified in assum 
ing the Brussels program immediately, 
Finances 

In our letter of July 28th, 1922, from Brussels to the New York 
office we enclosed a financial memorandum indicating; the ability of 
the C.R,B.E.F. to finance the Rvussels procram on a twenty year basis 
without impairment of capital, We ha‘re assumed a present income of 
Francs 4,000,000 per annum (without any addition from the ©,R,B. 
liquidation fund),

This leaves a balance of income amounting to Francs 1, 214, 000 
to take care of Louvain and the Child Health pro-rams (assuming that 
the latter is not to be taken care of out of the C.R.B. Liguidation 


Fund, as proposed in our letter of July 28th), 


In conclusion, an appreciative word is due for the splendidly 
efficient and faithful services now being rendered by our Brussels 
American representatives, Messrs, Shaler and suck, Their knowledce 
of Belgium and its politics, their “entree” to the best that Belgiun 
has to offer, their tact and keen sood judpment, their sympathetic 
interest in Belgium and alleriance to 211 that the C,R.B. stands for, 
make their membership in the Foundation one of its createst assets, 
It was &@ freat privilece to meet them in Brussels and to note the 
very cordial relationship existing between them and the leaders of 
the Belpian -roup headed by Messrs, Francqui and Cattier, 

The future of the 0,R.B.E.F. has unlimited possibilities 
if its members can maintain the spirit and standards of the C.R.B.

In all Belsium today, a majority of the people speak Flemish 
only, Out of a total population of from 7,500,000 to 8,000,000 there is a 
Flemish majority of 200,000, The French speaking; people, I am advised, 
are decreasing, while the Flemisn speaking people are increasing at the rate 
of 50,000 per year, The Flemish-French controversy is over the use and 
teaching of the Flemish langua;;e, The Universities of Liege and Brussels 
are French, Louvain is partly Flemish anc partly French, but Ghent, in the 
heart of Flanders, is predominantly Flemish, This has caused an azitation 
to make Ghent a Flemish University, This movement is opposed by the French 
Liberals and by the higher classes of the Flemish people themselves, but 
the lower classes are very insistant, especially since the war, and the 


anti-French propasanda started by the Germans during their eccupation, 


The Catholic party controls the Flemish Provinces wiils the Socialists

but in the last election, the Socialists inroad on Parliament indicates 


new alignments, Today the division in Parliament is approximately as follows: 


Catholic 80 
Socialists 60 


Liberals 30 


The Catholics no longer have a majority, The strength of the Liberals lies 
in the fact that their alliance with either of the other groups makes a 
majority, It is interesting to note that the Catholic strength is divided 
on the Flemish question as the higher "Clericals" favor the French cause, 
while the lesser Priests ars mostly sympathetic with the Flemish, 

The Provincial division of the country appears to be a 
governmental convenience, The governors ‘appointed by the king from the 
majority party) have no such powers as the Prefects of the Departments of 
France, ‘Their duties ssem to be mainly to see that the communes (the smallest 
governmental units) which enjoy a large local autonomy, act in accord with 
the national laws, The subdivision of the Province, known as the 
Arrondissement (like France) exists, hut apvears to be unnecessary, and the 
"Commissaire de Arrondissement" is considered a mere political sinecure, 

Since the War, owing to the strength and agitation of the 
Socialists, universal male suffrage has been established with "single" 
voting, The "plural" voting (by persons having special educational or 
property gualifications) has beon abolished after a bitter struggle with 
the Catholic group which has been the champion of the so-called propertied 
classes, It is interesting to note that voting is obligatory upon those 


who have the suffrace, Nonvotins is punishable in the first instance by 


a fine and ultimately by imprisonment, 
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Women suffrage is being agitated, Already the widows of 
Soldiers who fell in the late war can vote, The Liberals are opposing the 
womens cause, largely because most of the women of Belgium today are Catholic, 
Liberal husbands are opposing suffrage for their Catholic wives! 

The National Parliament has representation by population 
chosen at a general election, The members of tho Parliament and Senate 
are elected the same day, Likewise the members of the Provincial and 
communal (Municipal) councils are elected on the same day, but on a day 
different from the national eT oneren a: 

Laws initiated in Parliament must be ratified by the Senate 
Which, as in other countries, is the "“Aristocratic” and conservative body, 
It acts as a check on Parliament, 

Any mals citizen over 21 can serve in Parliament, but for 
qualification for the Sonate a man must be 25 years of age and have certain 
property gualifications as determined by the tax list, A part of the Senate 
is selected by the Senate itsclf from among men of standing, such as 
University Professors, 

| The Ministry is appointed by the King on nominetion of the 
majority party and hence is "responsible", It is headed by a Prime Minister, 
appointed by the King after consultation with majority leaders, The King 
is the nominal head of the State but obviously must act in accord with the 


Wishes of Parliament, 
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The evolution of University Education in Belcium is well worth 
study by anyone who is interested in the future of our Universities, 
Indeec, the ordinate of the curve which represents this evolution is such 
that by continuing it it is easy to see that our two State Universities 
can not keep for long their present relations with the Government, 


I will brisfly trace this evolution in these lines, 


It starts from zero: at the beginning of the last century, under 
the French rule, there were no universities in Belgium: the abolition of 
the University of Louvain had taken place in 1797, In 1806 the Imperial 
University was organized in the French Empire; the number of academies 
or Educational Centers was proportional to the number of Appeal Courts, 
thus in 1806 one "Academie" at Brussels and one at Liece were created; 
instruction was very incomplete (1); so much so that in 1814, when the 
Belgian provinces were annexed to the Netherlands, from every side the 
creation of Universities was requested: in answer to these demands the 
decrees of September 25th, 1816,created the Universities of Louvain, 
Ghent and Liege, 


During the Dutch period the monopoly of the State “as complete 
and the. old orranization was obsolete; lectures were delivered in Latin, 
examinations were passed in Latin; each one of the three State Universities 
had the richt to cive scientific diplomas and professional diplomas; the 
examinations took place before the whole tcachins staff, 


SPRING, in an interesting study on University Education in 
Belrium (2) states that nevertheless durin: that period, around 1816, to 
1830, there was a revival of intellectual work and a remarkable deve] opment 
of scientific research, 
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Under Dutch rule there was litile academic liberty, but a demand 
for it soon arose; (3) the Government, althoush too late, made some con- 
cessions not only too lonc delayed but also too broads on May 27th, 1830, 
& Royal reculation "allowed municipal adruinistrations to establish, in 
villases and in towns, institutions of superior learnin:", 


This was simply passing from monopoly to anarchy, One of the 
first acts of the Government issucd after the Revolution was to decree 
the liberty of teaching and to maintain the three existing Universities, 
A provisional system was established and discussions bean, The first 
plan, dated September 1831, proposed the cruation of one sin-le University 
with Faculties disseminated throuch the country; then it was su; ested 
that the four Facultios should be reunited in one town; finally on 
November 18th, 1833, a lerislative Commission proposed to maintain two 
Universities, one at Ghent and the other at Liere, 


This is the date of the commencement of the conflict betwecon 
free and State teachine, On the 10th of November 1834 the Belrian Bishops 
founded the Catholic University and on the 20th of October of the same 
year the Free University of Brussels was crsatcod, It then becamo an urrent 
necessity to piss a law concernins Higher Education, A law wes discussed 
by Parliament on July 31st, 1834, and adopted Aucust 25th, 1835, by the 
Senats and promulgated on September 27th of the same yoar, 


This law instituted a central Jury for celiverins leral diplomas 
and State Universities as well as free Universities were allowed to confer 
Scientific titles, This central Jury had one rreat defect: its members 
were nominated by Parliament; "to justify the intervention of Parliament 
in nomination of Juries it vas sunposed that they had a mission to protect 
the free Universities arainst the State Universities"; ears 43), This 
antazonism betwoen the two systems was apparent therefore from the beginning, 
The conflict does not then arise from a fine desire better to serve the 
interests of science but was simoly of nolitical intcrest, "When liberty 
of teachine became @ weepon in the hands of politicians, science was relegat- 
ed in the backzrouwnd", Never was thore a question about the quality of 
teaching; “tacitly it was admitted that the four Universitics were scientifice- 
ally equivalent; the only question was the color of their flag, Science 
was absorbed by Politics" (2) p, 13, 


Parliament in 1835 had simply passed the law by a small majority 
(42 against A)) provisionally for three years only, In 1838 the government 
proposed a nuw trial for two vears and special laws maintained the system 
from year to yoar up to 1844 when Nothomwh, Minister of Interior, proposed 
the nomination of the Jury by the King, Parliament rejected this law and 
confirmed tne first law for another two years, 


What were then the srievances of the Universities against the 
Central Jury? Spring explains them in this way; "The Jury nominally of 
annual tenure of office was as a matter of fact permanent and this 
permanecy could not fail to establish a real monopoly in the hands of the 
members of the Jury, On tho other hand, the examining Jury which, as an 
institution, was legally incependent of tho Universities became a University 
Institution and as the different Universities wanted equal representation in 
the Jury, the representation of the Universities was in conflict with the 
representations of science, Members of Juries were simply advocctes of their 
students instead of being impartial judces," 
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But the prosress of the free Universities was such that they 
were alrvady rivals of the State Universities; as soon as 1844, the law 
proposed by Nothomb obliged the Government to choose members of the Juries 
in tho four Universities (4), 


The law of July 14th, 1849 put an end to the Central Jury and 
instituted combined Jurics, bit maintained as a matter of forma Dene ral 
Jury in Brussels, 


Since that date the free Universities have enjoyed the same 
rights as the State Universities, The State abandoned partially its right 
of control and as a natural consequence gradually lost almost all of its 
rights, In fact, this is what happened but only after lone delays and 
conflicts for elev is characteristic of all the acts of Parliament in 
matters connected with higher cducation, 


A hard fought battle was carried on ageinst our Public Instruction, 
Finaily the law of May Ast, 1857, maintained the Combined Juries, always 
provisionally, up to 1876 when the right of conferring legal diplomas was 
given to the four Universities, This law constituted as well a Central 
Jury but simply for free students; all the diplomas conferred by Universities 
or by Central Juries only conferred legal rights after legalization by a 
Special commission: “la Commission a' entertinnement" 


This time again the law was voted provisionally, but it was 
continucd in force until the law of April 10th, 1890, which made it defini- 
tive, 


This law still governs us; the only control of the State that 
is left is the "Commission d'enterinnement", 


When anybody compares’ the situation of free Universitics <4 
their start with what it is now, especially when romembering the numerous 
material and political difficulties thcy had to contend with, one must 
admit that they have made remarkable progress, I+ may be deplored that 
the State has lost it# rights (for my part I rerret it) but as this decadénce 
is due to a perfectiy willing and conscious evolution of the representatives 
of the Nation it seems impossible to go against this current; the natural 
evolution of our law of higher education is in the sense of liberty and 
the present system of maintaining two State Universities is simply a 
transition towards definite liberty for the four Universities, 


Why not constitute in Belgium definitely four free Universities 
recognized by the State, autonomous as the recruiting of Professors? They 
would all participate in Stato subsidies, ! 


Complete liberty in teaching is certainly compatible with sub- 
Sidies as I can show theoretically and practically: theoretically, if the 
State simply reserves its rights of intervention both before and after 
University studies through organization of legal examinations; practically, 
in following other countries where this system is in force, such as Germany, 
Holland, England and Sweden, 


Large State subsidies are justified by the necessities of modern 
teaching, Teaching is no longer dogmatic,’ It is bound to place students 
in contact with realities, Mining Schools, Art and Manufacturing Schools, 
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Institutes of Electrotechnics, Bacteriology, Fhysiology, Zoology have become 
necessities, as well'as Faculties of Philosophy and Law, Seminaries should 
be organized as well, as laboratories, 


It is simply recognizing their scientific and social mission when 
the Universities follow such a course, Narrow and ancient concepts must be 
abandoned; the name of "University" means that: University must admit all the 


new developments of experimental science, Important sums of money must be 
found, 


But if it is true that Universities must be open to all Sciences, 
this does not imply that each of them has to do everything: division of labor 
is here desirable because many Institutes may help one another and because 
the necessity of recruiting good professors is a largely function of the 
salary problem, For instance, while it may be possible to find in Belgium 
two good teachers of comparative psychology or oriental languages, it would 
be found impossible to find four, and why should there be four? 


I am convinced that our four Universities if free would each take 
advantage of the opportunity for individual work for why should they copy 
one another? Let them each find out what they are best fitted to do, 


Such a procedure would be at the same time excellent for science 
and compatible with the importance of the State, The control should belong 
to the State, in the two ways, first by an entrance examination to the — 
University; second, by a final examination as to professional efficiency, 
To those who regret to sce the State abandon its rights of initiative as to 
Superior education, I would answer: "the best thing the State can do is to 
create an Institute of High Studies without any professional tendency and 
devoted solely to science and art", 


(11) Entrance Examination in Universities 


When a young man has finished his secondary education he has to 
choose between two different courses, Those who are satisfied with their 
studies might be given a diploma of "Graduate of Letters" an obsolete diploma 
that was suppressed after 15 years use by the law of May 20th, 1876, The 
others would have to pass State examinations for entrance in Universities, 


Some authorities are against this project, notably Professor Waxweiler 
preferred organizing "elementary selection" in the first year of University 
studies, 


During some periods of years when entrance to the Universities 
was entirely free the number of students immediately became enormous: boys 
who had not finished their secondary education entered the University fearing 
the future organization of entrance examinations, Most of them were eliminated 
in the two first University years, Some of them maintained their position, 
but their presence contributed to a lower level of teaching. 


Free admission to a University must be condemned, Crowds of young 
men start their University Education; that may appear democratic but it is 
not rendering service to a people to lower the level of instruction, 
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If a barrier must exist it must be outside the door and not in 
the hall, Order must reign in the Home of students, Incompetent young men 
hinder academic work, If one does not want them, don't let them come in, 


Since 1890, entrance to a University is not entirely free, 
A certificate of secondary education is required, or a certificate of a 
special Jury organized by the Professors of secondary instruction, The 


value of this certificate may be questioned, To my mind, the certificate 
Should not frec a candidate from entrance examination, 


Let us examine what this examination should be: 


1, It should be orjjanized by a Jury nominated by the State for 
the four Universities, Indeed, to allow the four Universities each to organize 
Special Juries would result in unfair competition: Any University wanting 
to attract a sreater number of students would set easy examinations, Different 
Juries can not work well under uniform rules, and as students can enter any 
of the four Universities, the Jury would probably be indulgent for its vm 
students, 


2, The Jury ought to be chosen from among University Professors, 
It should not be a final but an entrance examination, University Professors 
are alone able to judge the intelligence and maturity of a future University 
student, How the candidates acquire these qualities is the secondary point, 
The question simply is: is his culture sufficient? It cannot be an examination 
of special learning, What is wanted is "general culture", The-‘second necessity 
for the examination being the choice of a career, the Jury should be divided 
into as many sections as there are University careers, Not that I want exam- 
ination on all branches of learning; the examination should ba selective for 
students, I draw attention to the worth of the "Prufungsordnuncen fur Aertze" 
applied in Germany (10), 


3, How to recruit the Jury? This question is delicate, Professors 
would not like the mission and the choice of Associate Professors and assistants 
might be dangerous, The Minister should be allowed to name the Jury: Honorary 
Professors’ micht be chosen with great advantage, Secondly, delerates from the 
Law courts, from the bar, from Academies, from Scientific Societics mirht be 
chosen, This Jury should choose by codpting one third of the members, 


lll, More Liberty in Teachinc 


Once the student is admitted to the University he should set more 
liberty: the number of examinations is exaccerated and kills individuality, 
As Professor Prins said in his inaugural address, a University should be a 
center for the making of individuality, Variety of programs should correspond 
with the variety of personal tendencics, Free choice should be left both to 
students and Professors, Tho necessity of passine an annual examinatio: creates 
a depressing obsession and there is some truth in the common opinion that "our 
Universities are simply examination laboratorics," 
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fn 1900 Prins said: "We have left the sunny Droadweay, We are 
ascending narrow staircases in a stifling and dark atmosphere, slowly ths 
file of candidates ascends regularly and automatically; slowly, and util 
they have reached the last steps, they have never seen light," 


Nevertheless, with the creation of seminaries and laboratories, 
each year a certain number of students try to free their mind through pure 


Scientific research; the publications of our four Universities show this 
in a most clear manner, 


Unhappily the elite who have preferred to frequent laboratories 
instead of salons isevery day handicapped by the necessities of "cramming" 
and as they dislike intensely learning matters by heart, their examination 
marks are frequently low, In this way they learn that liberty in teaching 
is a fiction, Examinations as orranized actually require more memory than 
intelligence, They do not favor individual cenius, How many of these 
brilliant scholars earning the creat and createst distinctions have proved 
to be later mediocre men? Some do keep nevertheless a certain degree of 


independence of mind, but most of them become passive and ascend without 
enthusiasm a narrow staircase, 


Many other courtries give more liberty to rrofessors and students, 
but in this country, the official program, identical for the four Universities, 
must be scrupulously followed up to the last detail, The “Commission d'enter- 
innement" looks to that matter, 


What explains the success of our annual University examinations? 
It is the narrow dependency it puts upon pupils towards their professors, - 
Some professors would never have pupils at all if the student had no fear 
of his examination judges, In Germany a scholar is never oblired to follow 
a lecture of a given professor, He is left free choice, In Belgium the 
first report on superior learning, dated 1853, leaves no doubt on the 
question, We pluck there this pretty flower; "The certitude of being 
interrogated by a professor obliges the pupil to cultivate them all and to 
make efforts to cultivate their good will,” The law might have arranged 
matters ina more dirpnified way, Why reculate such matters to the utmost 
detail, The suppression of the final annual examination ought to give place 
to better methods, 


Why not take this step from now on? The law gives you the il 
possibility, I answer no, Even if the Law allows it, commercial competition 
between Universities prevents it, Students flow in great numbers towards 
places where indulgence reigns, 


If we compare this system with those of the Universities of 
Edinburgh, Oxford and Cambridge, we find more initiative left to professors 
and students: if actually a free course as i,e, history of medicine as 
given by Professor Graux in 1840 in Brussels were organized, the student 
would simply say it has nothing to do with his stucies, 
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To summarize, I ask for liberty in University courses after a 
serious examination at the entrance of the University, Professors must help 
in fosterin; birth of feeling and ideas in yowmg brains, They must respect 
enthusiasm and initiative, 


Ty Professional Examinations 


Vhen University studies are finished, the State must intervene to 
organize social cuarantees: "the duty of the State is to require from any 
persons who have to work on questions of collective importance the most 
serious guarantees of professional capacity, ($)", 


Future magistrates, lawyers, engineers, doctors have to show their 
scientific abilities, The State must examine professional value as in ancient 
corporations, 


This proof should be essentially practical, It might last for 
weeks and there is no reason why everything should take place in the same 
time and in the same city, The only difficulty would be in the recruitment 
of the Jury: the nomination by Parliament is out of the question, Exclusive 
election of the University Professors would be a mistake, Dut naturally the 
four Universities should be represented in these Commissions with delegates 
from the Bar, the Bench, and other Associations, 


Whatever the result of these examinations, the free access to the 
profession should be preceded by a term of probation with special rules for 
every profession, This is the real time for learning specialties, which 
ought to be post-university,

Polytechnical School 


Soon after tho Armistice the University of Brussels undatook the 
ontire roorganization of tho polytechnical school. Tho first necossity was for 
anew building. On August 13, 1921 tho City Council of Brussols gave to tho 
University three hectars of land at Solbosch, on the outskirts of the city, 
anc twenty million francs for erection of a building. The structuro is also 
to house the Dopartments of Physics and Chemistry and tho School of Pharmacy. 
On October let, 1922, sufficiont progress will havo beon made so that the 
first ycar courses may be given in tho now inetitute. 
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Institute comprises: 


1) Building covering 6000 sq. meters for losturc rooms, laboratorios 

2) One story building 4000 sqe metors housing machino la>doratorics, 

| Cloctric, hydraulic, industrial, physics, laboratories, ctc. 
3) Large buildin: for housing personnel, boiler room;,, etc. 


For oquipment and maintonance of school a subscription under direction 
of the Socicte Genorale do Boljique has raised 5 1/2 million francs and secured 
the gift of many important machinery and laboratory installations. 


C.R.«B. has endowed five chairs for a duration of 15 years at 30,000 
francs a piece, 


Present fund available for institute in univorsity budget is 700,000, 
including contribution from ordinary resources as im past years. Estimated 
necessary fund is 1,000,000 francse It is hoped that the deficit will be 
met by a gift from the province of Brabant. 


Medical School 


In 1920 the Rockefeller Foundation cave to the University 15,000,000 
francs with prospects of additional 10,000,000 francs if first c¢ift proved 
insufficiont for construction and equipment of a new medical institute. 

On completion of school the Foundation will give another 15,000,000 francs 

for endowment of choirs of instruction and research. The extiroe rift is: 
conditioned upon the raising of 10,000,000 francs in Belgium for tne cone 
struction of the Cavell-Depage School for Nu:sese As the University has ten 
years in which to raise this sum and since six million francs have alroady becn 
collected, the success of the projoct is assured. 


At tho same time the City of Brussels has given the University a tract 
of ground and has closed an agreemont with St. Peter’s Hospital for the con- 
struction in connection with the Rockefeller Medical School of a new hospital 
containing 350 beds, leboratorics, disponsaries, etc. The total value of the 
aid accorded by Brussels is placed at 21,000,006 francs. 


The University continues to contribute to the Medical School as heretofore 
the sum of 352,0C0 francs annually, representing at SfZacapital of 7,000,060 
francs. 


Other Facultios 


In order that tho University may turn beck to the city the proporty it 
now occupios in Ruc des S0ls, recent plans heave been drawn up providing for the 
purchase of one of scveral ostates which are for sale and which are located at 
Solbosch, near the new volytechnical institute. fhe options at present held 
are filed with report.

iV. State Supported or Frivately iindowed 


Brussels is a "free" institution and is not supported by the Stato. 
In this connection, however, it must be observed that for 1922 the Belgian 
Government has attributed in its Budget 1,000,000 francs to the University of 
Brussels. This subsidy will probably be continued in future years. In 1921- 
1922 Communos of the metropolis paid in the form of variable subsidies 261,000 
francs.« In 1913-1914 this contribution amounted to 143,395 francs.

X. Salary Ranice 


There is no way of detormining to any decree of exactness tho salary rangC. 
The questions concerning salarics arc decided by a Bureau of the Administrativo 
Council whose recommendations arc always adopted by the Council itsclf. The 
decisions of the Burcau are basod upon such porsonal mattors as private fortuno, 
size of Professor's family, ctc., and therofore there is a great discropancy 
in the salary lists. 


As oa fundamontal working rulo, hovwover, the Bureau has adopted the principle 
of paying 1,000 francs for a course mecting one hour each week during the entire 
academic ycar. Prior to C.R«B. Chairs (30,000 francs) the old maximum was 
20,000 francs.

In the University of Liese thoro are two general types of degrees given: 
1.é@. Legal and Scientific, The first type entitles the holder to practice in 
Belgium that profession for which his particular degree is necessary. Scicntific 
dogrecs do not convey this right, but from the standpoint of work covered and 
results attaincd arc in every respect the equivalent of logal degrees. In many 
subjects only scientific degrees are given. Degrecs which may be either legal or 
scientific are underlined. All others are scientific. 


In each of the various faculties are given a number of courses called Cours 
libres or Cours Facultatifs which are not required by law for securing of a decree 
but are voluntarily chosen by students.

lent of Je;5al degrees. Forcisners studying in Belgium ordinarily heve to confine 
thoir work to scientific degrees as the legal degrees roquire as a basis a 
certificate of intermediate siudics in classics issued by Belgian athenac or 
numerous examinations in intermediate courses. In work for Scientific degrees 
forcign @ certificates of work accomplished may be offered for equivalence. The 
real purpose of the legal degrec, we should sey, is to keep foreigners out of 
professions in Belgium. 

In many subjects only scientific degrees ere given. This is because 
these studies do not lead directiy to one cf the standard professions. Degrees 
which may be oither legal or scieutific are underlined.

have agreed to divide their engineering instruction along the following lines:

The C,R,B, income (1921) was used for spe¢ial investigations, the 
purchase of necessary equipment and to establish the new optional cultural 
courses; also to establish a new chair of mathematics, No part of the C,R,B, 
fund was used to increase salaries, 

There is no actual control of the school by the Province, but the 
province is represented on the Board of Control,

The Students ha-re a few clubs of local character, In addition 
nearly 211 of the students are members of a society called "Federale 
d'Etudiants", This orgenization is morally and materially supported by 
the school, It is noted with rerret that owing to the lack of appropriate 
private rooms the activity of this society is much restricted, Upon the 
land purchased for the construction of the new laboratories there is a 
three story house, This will be retained and will afford meeting rooms 
for both the undercraduate organization and for the Alumni association 
Which it is hoped to organize in the future, 


XI... Housing facilities, 


Students have little difficulty in finding modest lodging 
accommodations in Mons (furnished rooms), Many of them, however, live at 
home, in Mons or in the vicinity (40%), A number commute every day from 
a distance requirine three quarters to an hour on the train, Although 
this has been found very detrimental to the student's work the authorities 
are in no position to forbid it, as living at home means a considerable 
economy to the student, 


MAYY, Beardine facilitics. 


There have existed for some time in Mons a number of boarding 
houses catering especially to students, The school authorities believe - 
tha. in general the quality of the food does not measure up to the needs 
of the student, For this reason some sort of a college providing room and 
bourd for students constitutes one of the sreatest needs of the School, 


XXIII Library, 


Number of volumes in main library 8500, This gives, howeveryno 
idea of the number of books available for use of the students, Practically 
every department has its ow small library attached to the laboratory. 

For the department of Chemistry, for example, there are available over two 
thousand books of reference especially useful in Jaboratory exercises, 
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The present accommodations of the principle library are totally 
inadsquate but with the removal of many of the laboratories to the new 
constuctions room will be left for exsanusion and creation of a reading 
room, 


Students are allowed to take home eny book when required in the 
course of investigations, The same rule applies to the town library - 
this, thanks to an agreement reached in March 1920 with the Tom Coucil, 


The School Library is open from 9 AM to Noon and from 2 PM to 5 PM, 


It is to ve noted that in Belgium no important wniversity 
libraries ars open in the evenings, a circumstance which presents many 


inconveniences for those accustomed to the liberal methods in America, 


XXIV. Sports and General Health of the Student Body, 





A certain number of students are members of Athletic clubs 
(Tennis, Soccer, Etc,), This number does not exceed 15 or 20% of the 
student body, Sports and physical education are neglected, 


The school administration has been dealing with this question 
for a year, Solicitautinge the help of the Province of Hainaut, the latter 
has purchased a well located piece of ground on the outskirts of the 
town comprising ten hectares, The necessary fields have been laid out 
andcertain small inadequate buildings erected, Certain of these <= more 
or less sheds -~ are incomplete, the funds of the Province having been 
exhausted and the school being in +o way in a position to carry on the 
work, 


XXV,_ Greatest present need, 


The School has need of 700,000 francs to complete the outfitting 
of the new laboratories, One or two of the laboratories which will require 
elaborate machinery installations will not be ready for two years, 

M, le Professor Halleux, Administrateur, feels confident that he can 
raise among industrials, friends of the school and by appeal to the 
Province this sum within the required time, He thus does not rate this 
question @f.a most urgent PAUCUNT need, 


What appears to him to be the most necessary and urgent need 
from both the educational and sozial points of view is the organization 
of students' colleges, where students may be provided with suitable 
lodgings and food, These colleges, which so far are unknow in Belgiun, 
should be installed with sufficient comfort to induce the greater part 
of the students to live in them, Mr, Halleux feels that only by giving 
the students during their university training a common social life can 
they be held together in after years as a body of alumni which will 
support the alma mater, 


Mr, Halleux will inclose or mail separately a letter to Mr, Smith 
giving his reasons for desiring such a novel institution in Belgium and 
estimates of thecost and results, 
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NOTES: In regard to the foundation of dormitories and dining halls in 
Mons, or in fact in any Belzian University, I am of the opinion that the 
good results achieved in America and England justify the experiment in 
Belgium, However, the experiment should be treated 4s such = and on a 
small scale, Moreover plans should not follow too closely the American 
methods; due consideration should be taken of different habits and customs 
of Belgian students, To explain, the proje¢t should provide for more 
privacy than is generally enjoyed in an American dormitory, The idea of 
Mr, Halleux that each student should have a very SMALL suite of two rooms 
is not an exagger:tion of luxury but is in conformity with what we may 
call Belsian etiquette, 


As is probably knowm, the School at Mons last year entered 
into an agreement with the University of Brussels whereby the former should 
give only those courses leading to Mining and Metallurgy - with complemen- 
tary courses in Electricity and Geology, - while the latter giould special- 
ize in Mechanics, Constructions, Chemical and Electro-chemiccl engineering. 
Sueh specialization is important and should be carried further, There is 
no reason that I can see why a small country of seven million inhabitants 
should have five technical schools, i.e. one in each of the four univer- 
Sities and the school at Mons, 


It is true that there are mors students in applied sciences 
thain in any other branch (2433 plus the 234 students at Mons), but 
technical schools are an expensive proposition, There is the relatively 
high paid personnel; expert encincers are the best teachers for future 
engineers and their services come hich, But most of all there is to be 
considered the tremendous expense involved in the elaborate machinery and 
laboratory installations, Even under the present arrangement with Brussels 
and Mons there is extensive duplication, and one can imagine how many 
times it has been necessary to purchase a delicate instrument in order 
to equip each of the Belgian Universities, 


Mons is excellently situated for Mining and Metallurgical 
Studics, Brussels has the advantage of being close to construction and 
public service institutions, and Liérse has the advantages of both these 
former cities, but it is difficult to see vhat can be the service of 
maintaining at Louvain and Ghent technical faculties and equipment,

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NOTE ON THS FOUNDATION OF A STUDENTS! HOME 
FOR THE "ECCLE DES MINES" OF MONS.

(Translated from the French) 


The establishment Ce Students’ home of the type well+known in the 
United States has, in 1919, been brought to the attention of the School board. 
In examining the question it was found that the big expenditure involved was 
an obstacle not to be overcome. Moreover, by destination, the funds of the 
School may be used for direct teaching purposes only. 

And yet, more than anywhere else, the need of a place where they can 
live together exists for the students of the "Ecole des byes Mons is a 
small town of 25,000 inhabitants and offers few social attractions. Nearly 
60% of the students live at a lonc distance from the town and commute, 

The result is that they are isolated and have few occasions to get 
out of their circle at a time of life so proper to develop the personality 
of the individual by outside contacts. Their circles are exclusive and 
often not very cultured. 

it is also certain that for the same money the student would find 
in the "Home" more comfort than he enjoys now. It must be said that the 
majority of our students live in surroundings not inductive to study. 

Everybody will agree that the pursuit of intellectual work requires 
a minimum amount of comfort; this comfort is lacking for most of our students. 

Some people say that collese life, as in America, is not consistent 
with our ways and habits; we believe that they are entirely mistaken. 

It has never been tried, as a whole, and tentative establishments 
along this line (maisons, homes d'etudiants and others) have been very success- 
ful. But it is true, and I want to say it, because I think they are right, 
that our college youth is opposed to have the discipline which rules in barracks 
applied +o colleges; they want to enjoy a certain frocdom. There ought to be 


no misunderstanding about this. 
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So much said, here is our idea of a Students’ home for the "Boole dos 
Mines", 

It ought to be located not too far from the "Ecole": the town being 
small a:zd surrounded by wide "boulevards" with vacant lots in the neighborhood, 
the problem of the site is not very difficult to solve. 

The "home" should consist of separate buildings in c¢rounds plantedwith 
trees on lawns: air, foliage and grass are important factors. We think of two 
storey buildings: assembly lecture and other rooms on the ground floor, acoess- 
ory services in the basement. 

Each student would have on a space of between 25 to 30 square meters 
a small bed-room with washstand and closet, elso 5 studio; central heating, 
electric light and vlain and food furniture. 

Everythin;, ought to be plain, but comfortable; the aim vould not be attain 
ed if the “home'"'was not attractive to all students, well-to-do and othors. 
The mixing of different classes is to heac to the result we are pursuing. 

This 1s how we.see the financial sides the land for buildings to accommo- 
date 250 students has to be bought. After establishing the general plan, 4 
first building for 20 or 40 students would be erccted and the organization 
started. 

The payments by students should not bo on tho same basis for all: those 
with small or reduced means would be taxed in proportion to what they would 
penal not in the “home", the well-to-do would be taxed higher to compensate 
the low rates of the others. | 

It is the most logical and reasonable system. But it is well understood 
that all students would be regarded as paying equally. 

An estimate made by the architoct of the Province of Hainaut Administra 
tion puts the total cost of a "home" of this kind at about two million francs 
including about Frs; 300,000 for the land. 

In addition, a capital of one million francs is considered necessary to 
make up the deficits. These are likely or almost certain to occur.
